Mr.  Mayor,  Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I beg  to  submit  an  abridged  Report  on  the  health  of  the 
Borough  for  the  year  1942.  This  is  of  necessity  very  late  as  I 
only  entered  the  services  of  the  Borough  in  x\ugust  of  1942,  so 
my  records  will  have  to  be  taken  from  the  files. 

No  outbreak  of  serious  disease  occurred  during  the  year. 
There  was  a rise  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles,  but  they 
were  not  of  a severe  type. 

The  Diphtheria  immunisation  campaign  was  continued. 
The  percentage  of  child  population  immunised  at  the  end  of 
1942  was 

66*5  % of  the  children  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15  years 
27‘5  % of  children  under  5 years  of  age.

Meat  Inspection 

There  is  one  Ministry  of  Food  Slaughterhouse  in  the  town 
where  cattle,  sheep  and  calves  are  killed.  At  one  other  Slaugh- 
terhouse pigs  are  killed,  the  proprietor  acting  as  a slaughtering 
contractor. 

In  October  of  this  year  a system  of  Joint  Meat  Inspection 
was  inaugurated  along  with  the  Boroughs  of  Ashton-under-Lyne 
and  Stalybridge.  The  system  has  worked  in  a very  satisfactory 
manner.
